The te.ict of the rorpicst for instruction 
iiiid of the answer was not made public,, 
but' Secretary Alger summed up the ia- 
stiuctiona subslantinlly as follows: "The 
instructions are to enforce Inw anil onlot- 
and to treat all law abiding citizens, 
alike."

THE FALL OF MANILA. 

(Continued Iroin page 1.) 



By llio collapKO oC the centre spiui of 
tlu> Trout river railway bridjje yosterdiiy 
inoruintr, while the lirst loiitled train of 
the day from the Union eollicry was 
crossiii),' it oil its way to the sliippiiifr 
point ut Union bny, the locomotive luul 
tiO ciu-s dropped full 100 feet into the 
stream below, the cars piling upon eiKrh 
other in the rocky ravine, jind the nm- 
jority of those on board the train meet- 
ing death or receiving injuries ko seri- 
ous as to uiiiUe thvir recovery probleiu- 
aticul. The dead are: 

A. AValker, engineer.— Leaves a widow 
and live children. Jlis «leath was i>rae- 
lically instantaneous, for a terrible cut 
«in the head made his agonies short. 
His intestines were also pidtrndin>r when 
his quivering body was picked up, and 
life was nuite c.^ctinct. 

Alexiiuder Mellndi), braUonian — Leavi-.s 
a widow and infant. Me was a sun of 
Bruno Mellado. head carpenter at tlic 
mines. Both his lci;.s anil one arm were 
cut off, und his internal injuries were 
also of a necessarily fatal nature. 

llicliard NlKhtiupale, contractor.— 
-Leaves a widow and family resident in 
Nnnaimo eity. He had been l)ayinK a 
visit to the mines on business, ami was 
returning home. 

William AVurk.— The son o£ Tames 
Work, another local contractor, and the 
only unmarried man among the n-liite 
victims of the accident, was on his way 
to Union, and was hilled by falling upon 
his head. It is reported tliat his neck 
was instantly broken. 

Two Japanese ^^orkmen, names not 
given as yet, complete tlie death roll. 

The injured are: 

Hugh Grant, fireman.— Hns both lops 
broken and one arm. lie is not expect- 
ed to live. 

Miss Francos Homo, daughter of 
William Home, blacksmith, of Union 
wharf, badly scalded and cut, but may 
recover. 

Miss Villa Grieves, daughter of Oeorgo 
Grieves. — Is also badly cut and burned, 
but liopes are eutertaiued for lior recov- 
ery. 

Matt Piorcy, the second Iirakeman, 
saved himself almost miraculously by 
jumping on the swinging wreck of the 
bridge as the locomotive went over, and 
crawling hack over the trembling timbers 
to safety. Ho caii give no conncctcil 
description of the aeoident, for it was to 
him nil over in an instant. He heard a 
grinding and splintering of timbers, a 
crash, a plunge of heavy bodies, a 
sound of rushing steara, and a chorus of 
shrieks as men were hurried into eter- 
nity. When ho jumped ho could see 
the train falling, and lie looked and 
called for his mate. Then his vision 
was shut off by the clouds of steam and 
coal dust coining from below. 

The Trent river bridge is oa the 
Union Colliery Co.'s coail Tailway, a pri- 
vate line connecting the mines and the 
wharves. The bridge, approached by 
trestles, spanned a deep ravine, through 
which the river pours between steep and 
wooded lianks at a. point seven and n 
half miles from Union Buy. The bridge 
was 11 wooden structure, ten years old, 
but well maintained and regarded as 
thoroughly safe" for the traffic put upon 
it. Yesterday's traia consisted of thi; 
locomotive and twenty cars, each with 
23 tons of coal, eirery one of which wont 
•through. It was the long, or xiver span, 
that failed. 

When the first rescue party reached 
the scene, the engine luy on its side — 
& mass of tangled iron spread orcr a 
pile of boulders, and surrounded by the 
debris of the bridge. On the other side 
were heaps of coal and coal cars; while 
twisted rails, pipes from the engine, 
tangled timbers, and beams were strewn 
everywhere. 

Nicholas "Walker and "William Bell 
were under the bridge when the train 
went through, waiting for Contractor 
Nightingale, who was coming to Inspect 
the structure and make repairs where 
they "were found necessary. He was on 
his way down to the bridge when W met 
his fate. Bell ran to "Union Bay to re- 
port the nccident, and in a very short 
time hundreds of willing hands connneiic- 
od to take the dead and injured out of 
the ruin. All the district is naturally 
Ihrown into deepest sorrow, and the 
families of the victims of the tragedy 
have the sineerest sympathy "f 'he en- 
tire community. 

During the afternoon a special train 
went up from Victoria bearing Mr. Duiis- 
lauir, Mr. Hrydoii, Jlr. I'ooley, Mr. 
.lo;-(>Iih Hunter, Mr. Trior, Mr. Bell and 
others prominently connected with the 
colliery. These gentlemen will do all 
that is possible to faellltate the recovery 
of the injured. 

The locomotive is damaged beyond re- 
pair, and the innjority of" the cars arc in 
the same condition. 



destruction was done with the rapid fire 
guns. The fort failed to reply but fired 
on the American troops that were storm- 
lug the Spanish trenches. 'I'he large 
American ships were ordered to cease 
firing alter aa hour's work owing to the 
failure of the fort to respond. 'I'he 
fighting in tlie trencb'es was fierce. Fif- 
teen minutes after the Spaniards were 
driven to the second line of defences 
they wore forced to retreat to the^-allcd 
city, where, seeing tlie nsclesness^of re- 
sistance they surrendered aud soon af- 
terwards a white flag was hoisted over 
Afanila. 

'i'he Belgian consul nt Manila, 31. An- 
dn?, boadrcd the Olympia and returned 
with an American lieutenant to the 
Spanish military governor who agreed to 
surrender. General Mcrritt proceeded to 
the palace at 3:30 and there found the 
Spaniards formed in line. The troops 
surrendered their arnis but the ollieers 
were permitted to retain their swcnds. 
The American loss is reported to be si.>c 
or eight killed and forty wounded. The 
Spanlali loss was considorable but the ex- 
act numbers are not obtainnble. The 
treiiehes were lilled with baiUy wounded 
tSjianiards. 

Manila is now under martial law with 
General Merritt as military goverimr. 
The California lied Cross .society render- 
ed valuable iiid to the sick and wounded. 

I'erfeet onler jircvailed iu Manila on 
tlic evening of August ll.?, AV'bea the 
Amerieuns inarL-hed in, guard.s were jilae- 
ed aroinid the houses of all foreigners 
ill order to iirevent their being looted.

IJefore the surrender the Spaniards 
burned Ihe transport C'-id>u in the I'agic 
river. 

It is supposed that Admiral Dewey 
was unaware of the departure of Gover- 
nor <ieneral Aiigustin. The y.aliro's of- 
ficers lirst heard the news of the gov- 
eriiiir geiierat's flight on their arrival. 
Goiieral .\ugnslin's eseape is considered 
lo have been pre-arranged as he brongiit 
with him his family and suite.

THE LIEUTENAST-GOVEKNOll.v 
. ■ ^ IN-POLITICS. 

Possibly . the licttteimnt-governor in 
politics nmy lio tolcrntcd 'iii iBritisli Col- 
l)iit -wo iiiv very cuiiliilcnt tlmt 
QiuMMi ill imlilicH u-ould imt lie IdUt- 
iilteil ail instiiut in tii-cat P.ritaiu. \\'(' are 
.not.UOW spoilkiiii,' of a liciUciiaiU-KdViM- 
nor omloavoriii.i; to iiianiimlatc a political 
sitiiiilioii so as to ailvanco tliL' iiitorcsts 
of luiy pailiciilar iniliviiliiiil, but oC liis 
iiijcc-tiiij; hiiiisolt' as a political factor 
into tlic afl'airs of the coiuiti-y. AVhat- 
■over tlio L'vidoiieo may be of the fornu'r, 
tiioro is no doubt tiint we liiive lind the 
latter during tlio recent crisis, iind liav- 
iiij; had the latter, we may at any time 
have llie former, if we have not already 
hiul it. We are ailvoral iii>; no new doc- 
trine wlien we cl.iim tliat the lieiitennnt- 
.goveriior caiiiiot properly, that- is con- 
■■stitiitiounlly, become a factor in a poli- 
tioiil .litiiation. I-Ie must stand unpreju- 
■diced between political parties. He has, 
indeed, no ri^'ht to reeoKniz<> the exist- 
once of parties. And, as has been said 
of Her Majesty, he has no politics, that 
is ill liis oflicial capacity. The Colonist 
has in mind a case wliere a lientenanl- 
;;overiior had been U'ader of a govern- 
ment of wlii( li his tirst adviser liad I'cen 
the leailiiiiLr opponent. Speaking; of the 
foriuer, the lattt'r said: " "We have be- 
'«ouic the ciusost friends. lie seems to 
have forgotten that ins former political 
friends are seehini,' to ^'et iiie out. He 
acceiils my adviee unliesitatiiif,'ly on all 
nuitters, although uiiollicitilly he u'ves 
ane tlie bejiefit of his Wide experience. 
Ill not a single instance has he ever at- 
icinpted to force his views upon the kov- 
eriinient." Here we have a constitutional 
lieutenant-governor. .\s a man, inter- 
osted in (he welfare (d" the province, giv- 
aiig his advisers the beiieiit of his ripe 
experience, nl'though they had been for- 
jnorly his opponents, but ns a representa- 
tive oC the crown, sidmiitting himself in 
sill things wholly to their direction. 
:Such a lioutcnant-govonior would never 
undertake to decide for himself upon the 
result of an election. Such " lieutenniit- 
■ governor would never undertake to <lis- 
miss n ministry because ho personally, 
or for some reasons of his own. wanted 
Hoine one else in olllce. In such a man's 
hands rosponsildo govcriiniont would be 
■Absolntcly safe. 

There are some facts regarding T^ieu- 
teiiniil-tJovernor Melniies' coup d' etat 
whieli lunst lie made public before liis 
■iiction can be discnssi'd as fri'ely as is 
■<b'sirablc. The Colonist has been awail- 
■jng with no little impatience the publi- 
ication of those facts, and if an nnthori- 
tntivc version of them is not forthcom- 
ing in time for to-morrow's paiier, we do 
not propose to wait any longer, but will 
.give wlnit we understand is the true his- 
t.tory of the transaction; for it is insuffcr- 
-ablo that the people should be kept wail- 
ing until knots of red tape are untied. 
AVe believe that the facts will show that 
the lieutenant-governor has directly iiiter- 
fereil in iiolities, clainiini,' that he has a 
right to do so. and we .shall iniiiutain 
that his new advisors have accepted the 
responsibility of his so doing, and ninst 
,be iircparcd to defend it. 

Jt is npou tills line that the next battle 
111 provincial politics must be fought out. 
No olliei- issue must lie allowed to ol;- 
senro this one. Doubtless things may 
have been done by the late ministry 
which are open to criticism. The {,'(j1o- 
nist never claimeil otherwise. It con- 
tented itself with insisting that Mr. Tur- 
ner and his colleagues wen? doing their 
best to administer the affairs of the 
province intelligently, honestly and pro- 
gressively. It contended, and now con- 
itends, that they gave the province a good 
•:»i1miiiistratioii, placing upon the statute 
IxHik iiiiiny useful laws, and inaugurating 
many lines of admirable policy. We are 
•prepared again to face the people upon 
-the record of the late administration. 
Tint this cannot b(> perniitled to be the 
"issiio of the next campaign. Il must be 
on higher ground than that. It must bi' 
upon the question which the action of 
the lieuteiinut-governor has iirecipitaled. 

,We have felt for some time that such a 
•conflict was certain to come, and this 
-feeling lias been caused by the tcine of 
-the late opposition press, which has dis- 
•played an utter disregard of constitu- 
tional principles in Us treatment of the 
'relations of the lieutenant-governor to 
-tlie politics of the province. It Wiis 
nnanifest in Lieutenaiil-( iovenior Dewd- 
ney's time in iiersoiial attacks upon him. 
It has been exhibited in Lieutenaiit-tiov- 
<ornor Alclnnes' time by calls upon him 
•to exert the prerogative for the purpose 
iot 'aiiticlpatiiig the action of the legisla- 
ture. Ever since the latter was iip- 
jxiinted to otlice, the papers hostile to 
•the Turner administration have shown 
thatlthey looked to him ns an ally. Ever 
since ' then there has been an uneasy 
feeling in government cir(des as to wlnit 
be might do. The time has come when 
the people must deelaro that the govern- 
ment of the (lay has a right to cany on 
alTairs uiidisturlied by tlio fear tlmt 
Avhilo they are maturing their plans the 



no one thought existed in Canada. Wo 
all thought that we enjoyed a system 
of gov(>rnment in which the po|iiilar will 
was supreme, and it remains for the 
p*;opIc of British Columbia to establish 
this supremacy, as far ns one province 
is concerned. 



BUmSH COLUMBIA AND THK 
QUEBEC CONI'-KRENCB. 

It is of importance that Hritisli Colum- 
bia should be represented at (Jiiebi^c dur- 
ing the sitting of the international con- 
fcM-eiice. The province has many inter- 
ests directly involved in the deliberations 
of that body, and it is desirable that 
sonic person should bo there, charged 
with some kind of authority to speak in 
its behalf. This is the view taken by 
the Boards oC Trade of this city and 
A'aucouver, and we think it will com- 
mond itself to the public genornlly. Our 
iiiiiiing, lumber, fishing, transportation 
and other interests all may be dee 
afTected by what the conreri'iicc shiill do. 
The suggestion is not that Hrilisli Coluni 
Ilia should have an advocate at the con- 
ference, who should address that body, 
for wo assume that this would not In 
I'xactly regular. The idea is that smm 
person should bi? preseiil who can keep 
ill touch with what is going on and be 
specially charged with seeing that the 
reiiresentatives of the British case are 
informed as to how this province will bi 
alToctod by any action that may be sng 
gestod. 

We further suggest that this is a mat- 
ter which tlie provincial governiuent 
should take up. The responsibility of the 
appointment' would rest with that body, 
although the wishes of the boards of 
trade might be consulteil. The expen 
would, of course, be borne primarily by 
the province. ^^'lletber it would ulti 
iiiiitely be refunded by the llominimi is 
another matter, which need not be taken 
Into consideration now. There is m 
time to be lost in this matter, for if tin 
province is to have a special represent a 
tivo, ho ought to be at Quebec before the 
oonfercuce assembles. 



THE NEW WESTMINSTER EXHI- 
BITION. 

AVe learn that the management feel 
very much gratified at the prospects ( 
the New Westminster exhibition, and w 
suggest to the business men of Victoria 
that they ought to take every advaiitagi 
of the opportunity, which it will afford 
to bring themselves and the interesi: 
they represent prominently liefori' tin 
peoi)le. Depend upon it, money i'X|)enil 
od in preparing a good exhibit is nevei 
thrown away. This is shown by iln 
f;ict that all larg(> business concerns in 
all parts of the world make a specially 
of c.\:hibits on such occasions. It is sur- 
prising how few people really know what 
lines of business are carried on in the 
different centres. 

\\'e have a suggestion to inteniliiig ex- 
hibitors, which we hope they will not 
b.sc sight of. and it is 'tha't thtfy shall sec 
ihat aceomp.'inying their exhibits then 
is an abiind.-inee of .advertising cards. 
At; Xew Wi'stminster last fall the ab- 
sence (if business cards was very mark- 
ed. Several exhibits were sliouu very 
attractively, but tlier was not a scrap of 
[laper giving any information about 
v.lioro the goods were to be obtained: a 
visitor desiring the informatiim had to 
look up the exhibitor and as llieie was no 
ivay of distinguishing liiin from other 
Iieople, the (piest was usually fruitless. 

We suggest also to the management 
that in regard to ngricultural jirodncts 
a special card should be preiiared to ac- 
cnupany e.acli exhibit, on wliieli the ex- 
hil ilor slioulil be ;isked to enter the fol- 
Irwiiig particulars: Name of article, 
w here grown, character of soil, yield to 
the acre or otherwise, with a blank 
si:ace in which the exhibitor could write 
any s])ecial facts which lie fhoiiglit 
worthy of mention. Thus the length of 
time between seed tiiiK! and harvest is 
often of great interest, so also is the 
clinracter of tlie season. In short the 
card should contain those facts whieli 
an intelligent man would like to know 
about the exhibit. .\ few phenomenally 
large turnips or ruta-bagiis, a tall bunch 
of flax, a quantity of fine looking oats, 
a bushel of beans and so on all look 
very well, but they are not of much 
rviiil as educators, ami education is the 
object of an agricultural exhibition. We 
ktiow the management will take these 
suggestions in good part, beciilise they 
Iiiivo already given evidence that they de- 
sire to make the exhibition the greatest 
pi/ssible success. 



THE ATLIN GOLD FIELDS. 

The evidence so far points to the At- 
lin gcdd fudds as likidy to prove very rich 
and ext<'nsive. The quality of the gidd 
hij;li. A (luestion has been raised as to 
wlK iIier the field is in British Colum- 
l)i.i, but if we may judge from the latest 
maps there can be hardly any <l<)iibt 
about that. The matter is of very great 
im|)n]-taiice, for it affects not (Uily the 
right of the in-oviiice to the revenue from 
licenses, but materially alters the terms 
npon which the claims' arc held. This 
iiiatter must bo settled at once. We shall 
not be so unreasonable as to linil fault 
with the iu>w government for mil having 
aln'ady sent some one Up to remove all 
doubts upon this point, but they will be 
inexcusable it they permit of any delay. 
If the fleld proves aa valuable as every- 
thing now linlicates, the expense of such 
a mission will be not worlli uu'Utioning 
in such a coiine<lioii. It is clearly ne- 
cessary that the (iOth parallel should be

yVc learn that the freight, ■\vhieh tlie 
milifia department sent to Dawson via 
St. Jlichael, is still at the latter point 
with no iinnuHliate prospect of getting 
any further. Even if arrangements are 
made for getting it started up the river, 
there is not only no certainty of its 
reaching its destiiiarion, but almost a 
surety that it will not do so. Mean- 
while the season is advamdng. It is now 
.Viignst IT. (ioods sent up to Skagway 
can bo got down to Dawson by bout if 
tlierc is no delay, but;thcrc Is no time to 
be lost. There is not a day to be lost. 
We do not know what excuse the min- 
ister of the militia will have to offer for 
his gross neglect in this matter. He can- 
not say that he has not been warned in 
time. This is at least the third public 
notice given by the Colonist of the ex- 
treme improbability of the St. .Michael 
sbipuieut reaching its destination tliis 
year. 



THK REPORTS ARE TRUE. 

A very reliable Dawsonito, who has 
spent a year there, informs tlu? Colonist 
that t'.ie reports in regard to imil-admin- 
isti-iitioii in Klondike are not exagger- 
ateil, except that Commissioiier b'awcett 
(.tight, he says, not to be regarded in an 
unfavorable light. For the others he has 
little to sily that is good and very much 
to say that is had. Mere iiivcstigatioi. 
and the removal of (ifl'ending ollieials 
will not satisfy tlio people of Canada in 
this matter. If there have been cases 
of blackmail, if there have been in- 
stances of gross favoritism, if there have 
been any other acts of lual-iidministra- 
tion. coining within the reach of the 
criminal law, the jieiiiile of ('auada will [ ^ 
insist that the guilty iiarties shall 1 
bi ought to justice.

THE BRITISH COLUMBIA COUP

The points that have been taken in 
f;olonel liiiker's behalf in regard to the 
election |ietition will have, if they are 
well taken, a very serious effect Indeed, 
because they will put an end to all pro- 
test proceedings now pending and leave 
every menilier-clect safe in his seat with 
one exception, namely, Mr. IMentice, who, 
if he was not (inalilicd t(.i bci;()nie a 
candidate, as is alleged, coulil doubtless 
lie prevented in some other way from sil- 
ting. In the other coses the election of 
the successful candidates may be void- 
:ibie: but in the case of Mr. Prcnti( 
ab.-dlutely void. The election of a niaii, 
not (pialificd to be a candidate, is sim- 
lily not an election at all. 



.Vdvices from Cuba are to th(> effect 
that the I'nited Slates government is 
likely to have very serious trouble with 
the Cubans, wlio threaten to continue 
their campaign against everything in the 
form of orderly government.

it meets with an tidverse note in jiarli:!- 
iiieiit. X minislry therefore is entitled 
to ask to be allowed to meet its fate at 
tin? bands of iiarliament, unless it is 
guilty of some ((urupt or other extra- 
ordinary act of misgoveriiiiieiit when 
Iiarliament is not in session, wdiiidi in the 
opinion of the Crown or the Crown's rep- 
reseatalive, as llie case may be, justi- 
lies in tlie public interest the immediate 
dismissal of the ministers, in whic.li 
e\eiit an appeal to tin,' eoiistitueaeies 
should be made to se(aire the verdict of 
llie people on the Crown's action. Of 
late years, it has frei|uently happened 
that a iiiinisti'\- wliieli recognizes that il 
has been unmistakably defeated at the 
polls decides not Lii meet ils fall at the 
hands of iiarliament itself but to voluii- 
t;irily anticipate the verdict of parlia- 
iiieiit by tendering ila resignation. This, 
however, it is by no means obliged to do; 
and even we]-e it morally certain to be 
defeated at the meeting of iiarliaiiicnt, 
the Crown would be un warranlalily 
iiiiiig the prerngalive by dismissing 
it liefoic the iiicM'tiii;; of the new iiarlia- 
nienl for it is only by tin.' acts of parliii- 
iiierit ilself thai the nation otilcially 
speaks, and such are the tmly iniinifestti- 
tjons of the popular will of which the 
Sovereign is su|ipose(l to take ciigni/.aiicc. 
Ill the case* ot' the Turner government 
the election returns do not nniuistiikably 
indicate that the government is defeat- 
ed. The legislature appears to be at 
least half in favor of the 'I'nrner gov- 
ernment: at all events rreniier Turner 
(■(.nimiuids a stronger group of followers 
thaji any iiidividtial members of the op- 
liesitinn. Besides this, there are a largo 
lilimlier of election petitions to be de- 
cided, and when these arc decided, the 
Turner government may have an un- 
ildulileil nmjiirily in the house.

In that event, the public vriW 
conclude, and probably rightly» that 
Lieutennnt-Governor Mclnnes' coup was 
a conspiracy hct>veeu himself and the 
opposition cabal to secure for them that 
position of power which their own in- 
ternal fends -would have prevented them 
securing In n constitutional wny, even 
if Premier Turner should not have po» 
sesscd a clear majority on meeting the 
legislature. If Mr. Benven cannot form 
a stable government, then the LicntcD' 
ant-Governor will be in n nice predion' 
riKMit as the result of his conduct.

CANADIAN FRONTIER DEFENSE. 

Plans for StrcngtheQiug' Coast and In- 
terior FortificatiouB — ^Agreement 
ICcspectiug Lake .Vessels. 

A Jlontroal dcspateii says: In couucc- 
tioii with the iiiiuouucenient that a re- 
vision ol" IUl' nKrL'L'iuc'iit of ItilT, respect- 
iiii,' naval vcs.sL'la ou the great lakes, will 
fouii (UK' of lliu subjects to bo eon.sid- 
ei-c'd by the coiifereuce of United States 
aud Uritish commissioners at Quebec 
dui iiifc' the present month, the interesUii),' 
fact ban come to light within the last few 
days that the British government is 
about to take soine very important steps 
l()i,l;iiiK to iho defense of the Canadian 
fKialier aii<l of tin; coast line on botli the 
I'acilic and Atlantic. 

It i.s very probable that, iis a part of 
this sysloui of military defense, the com- 
jiiissionors rc))n'si.>iitinK Great Uritaiu 
and Oaniida will propose a modilication 
in the iircscrit oxistin;,' regnlationH con- 
ceraiiiK the const nictiuii and mainten- 
;iii('o of war vcssls ou the lakes. As it is 
uiKler.slood that tliu United Stales also 
fa-\ors the alimpilion of tlie present re- 
structions, it is considered here as (luite 
likely that, as one result of the coniiuK 
conference, ;,'iinboats flyinj; respi'ctively 
the Uni(jn .Tack and the Stars and Stripes 
will not l)e such a rare avis on inhunl 
valers in the future as llicy have been 
for the past three-quarterK of a cen- 
tury. 

Near llio close of the last sessiou ot 
the Dominion parliament at Ottawa a 
relnrn was asked for by on(? of the mem- 
bers for copies ot all corrosponilenee, 
etc, with the Imiu-ial government on the 
subject of colonial defense, and the reply 
ina(I(! to the motion was n memorandum 
admilting that there liad been cones- 
))ondenco, but that it was not deemed 
advisable to make it public then. It 
now appears, accordiuK to evidently well- 
founded reports, that the negotiations 
lichvcen the livo governmonis have 
readied an advanced stage, and tliat the 
imperial government lias already ap- 
pointed II committee of military and nav- 
al experts to examine into and report 
upon the ivliole question of the defenses 
of Canada, with a view to their con- 
fiiderable improvement, 

The question of strengthening Cana- 
da's defenses lins really been receiving a 
food deal of attention from the Imperial 



nud Dominion authorities since the tim« 
of the Venezuela incident, and it may 
be remembered that about a j-ear ago 
J>ord Chelmsford, a retired general in 
the English army, came to Canada on a 
visit which, although ills lordsliip said 
it was merely private and personal, was 
generally regarded as being a "mission," 
with till.' object the investigation of Can- 
ada's lines of defenses. ]^)rd Chelmsford 
bim^elf admitted that most of his so- 
journ in the Dominion would be devoted 
to looking about to see what means Can- 
ada could command to resist invasion, 
but disclaimed any ollicial nature for his 
visit. Despite this disclaimer from liis 
loi'dsbiji, however, it would now seem 
that his investigations were really ollicial 
and that the Imperial authorities are 
now about to act on the lines probably 
outlined in Lord Chelmsford's report. 

Lord Chelmsford, by the way, is well 
known in the military world. He com- 
manded the British forces In South Af- 
rica in 1.S7S and 1870, and served in 
the Crimean war, the Indian mutiny and 
the Abyssinian and Zulu wars. I'^oni 
1.SS4 till ]K8".> he was lieutenant of the 
Tower of London. 

The personnel of the commission is 
understood to includL> Col. Lake, late 
quartermaster general of Canadian mi- 
litia; Col. I.,eech. Col. Dalton and CapU 
White, It.X. The appointment of the 
commission has not yet been formally 
announced, and it is probable that two 
or more Canadians will also be appoint- 
ed to assist the Imperial oHicers in their 
investigations. The commission will 
travel along the entire seacoast of Can- 
ada, both Atluntie and racllie, and wiil 
also look into the question of the de- 
fenses on the great lakes. This latt(>r 
phase of the matter will iirobably be left 
over till the Quebec eouforence shall have 
first dealt with it. 

'J'he extent to wliieli the British gov- 
ernment will go in fortifying Canada 
against attack can, of course, only bo 
conjectured. It is proliable, however, 
that till-' cities of Halifax and St. .fohn, 
on the Atlantic; Vancouver and Victoria, 
on the I'acilic, and ^lontreal ami CJuehec 
on the St. Lawreiiei! will strongly for- 
tified. Halifax, Victoria and Queliec are 
already pr(?tty well jirovided with land 
dcieuKOS, but Monlreal and St. ,T(ihn 
are unprotected. 'J'lu; fortifications at 
Montreal would, no doubt, consist in the 
Iilacing of big guns on the mountain be- 
Iliad th(! city, and the rehabilitation of 
the old defenses on St. Helen's island. 
I''idni these two points the St. Lawrence 
eonld bi! cornnianded for a distance of 
eiglit or ten miles below the city, and 
.Montreal would be reasonably safe fniiii 
attack by war vessels coming up the 
river. 

'J'he appointment of the Kiirl of Minto 
to succeed Lord Aberdeen as (lovernor- 
(leiieral of Canada, which has just been 
announced, is also in keeping M-itli lliO 
evident intention of the Tnijierial govern- 
ment to place the Dominion on a stronger 
military footing. Ilitlierto Canadian 
Governor-fieneral.4 have not been soldi- 
ers, but it is as a soldier that: Lord Minto 
is bi'st rememlx'red in Ibis country. 

The creation of a colonial naval reserve 
is still another respect in which the 
home government has decided that Cana- 
d.'i is to take part in the defenses of 
the Kmpire. Mr. Gortchen, lirst lord 
of the adniir.'ilty, has proposed tliat ilie 
colonies shall pay the cost ot training 
naval reserve men, while the Imperial 
government pays Iheir retaining fees. 
Newfoundland is to be the lirst colony 
to try the exiieriment, nnd special in- 
structors are about to bp sent out from 
.England to train 500 Newfoundland lish- 
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enueu, who are to be enrolled forth- 
with. The men are to receive ?30 for 
each month served. 

The cordiality of the relations exist- 
ing between Croat Britain and the Unit- 
ed States jit the present time precludes 
any suspicion that liiese warliicc steps 
are lioing taken because of any fear of 
po.ssibc hostile? invasion from the south, 
and it is improbable tliat the govern- 
ment at AViishington has already been 
informed of the nature of the proposed 
operations, and assurance of their per- 
fect friendliness so far as the United 
States is concerned.

The result, as far as it had been receiv- 
ed, placed the government in a minority 
of two; but it was expected that the 
I'vo members yet to be elected would lie 
government suiiporters. It was iilainly 
a cas(! for summoning the new legislat- 
ure fresh fnmi the peojile, and letting it 
deal with tlu? government. T'liore was 
no unmistakable ])roof that the govern- 
ment was dcfeiiteil, and even less iiroof 
that the opposition oiild carry on the 
business of the province. AVlien the leg- 
islature met, Uw governinent might have 
secured a majiu'ity— British Columbia 
polities being largely jiersonal rather 
than jiartizan— or a re-arrangeinent of 
the portfolios niiglit have been nnide, or 
the opiiosition might possibly have shown 
an ability to fonii a cabinet. There was 
plainly no necil for the lieutenant-gover- 
nor to interpose in any case until the 
mind of the legislature was known. 

But the governor's second step was 
eve'ii more remarkable.
